Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  as  follows  with  respect  to  the  work  of  the 
School  Medical  Department  for  the  year  1922. 

The  number  of  children  examined  in  the  three  “  Code  ” 
Groups  was  1,102,  an  increase  of  316  over  last  year. 

Among  this  number,  excluding  uncleanliness  and  Dental 
disease,  defects  were  found  in  142  cases  or  nearly  13%  deemed 
sufficiently  serious  to  need  Medical  treatment. 

Under  the  Scheme  of  treatment  entered  into  with  the  Warne- 
ford  Hospital  79  children  received  treatment.  These  included  45 
for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids,  19  for  Defective  Vision,  and  15  for 
Ringworm.  The  Attendances  at  the  Dental  Clinic  have  been  on 
the  whole  satisfactory,  and  Mr.  Thomas  reports  that  a  pleasing 
feature  has  been  the  number  of  those  who  have  returned  at 
intervals  for  re-examination. 

As  was  found  in  the  Secondary  School  after  treatment  more 
care  was  taken  of  their  teeth  by  girls  than  by  boys. 

Inspection  reveals  the  regrettable  fact  that  60%  of  the  children 
now  at  School  are  unvaccinated.  That  this  state  of  affairs  is  due 
to  apathy  rather  than  conscientious  objection  is  probable,  but  the 
risk  of  rapid  spread  of  Smallpox  should  infection  be  introduced  is 
a  very  real  danger,  and  the  fact  that  the  more  recent  epidemics 
have  been  of  a  milder  character  does  not  preclude  the  possibility 
that  the  disease  may  at  any  time  take  on  a  more  virulent  form. 

I  have  to  report  one  change  in  the  School  Medical  Staff,  Miss 
Dykes,  after  nearly  four  years  excellent  work,  resigned  in  March 
and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Harper. 

I  have  to  thank  Dr.  French,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  for  the 
great  assistance  he  has  given  in  examining  and  keeping  under 
observation  a  number  of  cases  referred  to  him.

Table  III  shows  in  columns  2  and  3  the  various  defects  found 
in  the  children  examined  at  the  Schools  in  the  three  Code 
Groups. 

(1)  Eye  Defects. 

The  children  examined  in  the  Schools,  excluding  Infants 
numbered  666.  Of  these  good  vision,  that  is  to  say  not  less  than 
6/9  in  both  Eyes,  was  found  in  542  cases,  or  83%,  while  in  31 
more,  or  nearly  5%,  there  was  fair  vision,  that  is  to  say,  not  less 
than  6/12  in  both  Eyes. 

19  children  were  treated  at  the  Hospital  under  the  Local 
Authorities  Scheme  and  4  by  private  practitioners. 

(2)  Dental  Defects. 

Of  the  84  attendances  of  Mr.  Thomas,  the  Dental  Surgeon, 
76  were  occupied  with  treatment.  He  reports  as  follows : — 
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“  The  details  of  the  year’s  Dental  work  will  be  found  in  Table 
V.D.  The  figures  are  very  similar  to  those  of  last  year,  but  there 
has  been  a  marked  and  gratifying  increase  in  the  numbers  returning 
periodically  for  examination.  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  children,  whose  mouths  have  been  thoroughly  put  in 
order,  when  they  re-appear  after  a  six  months’  interval,  are  not 
only  obviously  in  better  health,  but  also  have  greatly  improved  in 
personal  appearance.  The  aim  at  the  Clinic,  in  addition  to 
relieving  pain  and  treating  gross  defects,  is  to  give  to  each  child,  as 
far  as  possible,  a  clean  and  healthy  mouth,  septic  and  functionless 
teeth  removed,  and  useful  saveable  ones  filled. 

“  Though  much  still  remains  to  be  done,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  children’s  teeth 
since  the  inception  of  the  Clinic.” 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  superstition  that  decaying 
milk  teeth  are  of  no  importance  still  survives,  and  that  one  is  so 
frequently  met  with  the  remark  that  it  does  not  matter  as  they  will 
fall  out  when  they  are  ready. 

Of  the  357  cases  treated  payment  was  made  in  184,  or  rather 
more  than  half. 

(3)  Nose  and  Throat- 

45  cases  of  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  were  operated  on 
at  the  Warneford  Hospital  and  two  cases  were  treated  by  private 
practitioners. 

(4 )  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  one  case  of  Pulmonary  disease,  four  of  Glands 
in  the  Neck,  and  three  of  Bone  were  notified.  Two  of  these  latter 
were  admitted  as  In-Patients  to  the  Warneford  Hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  29  children  on  the  School  register  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  15  of  these  attended  School 
regularly  and  4  at  intervals.

(5 )  Goitre. 

9  cases,  all  in  Girls,  were  noted.  In  five  instances  a  family 
history  of  this  disease  was  obtained.  The  relatives  affected  were 
as  follows  : — (i)  Grandmother,  mother,  and  2  sisters  ;  (2)  Mother 
(3)  Mother;  (4)  Sister;  (3)  Cousin. 
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(6)  Ringworm . 

43  cases  of  this  disease  were  found,  of  whom  16  were  treated 
by  X-rays. 

Now  that  parents  have  seen  for  themselves  that  the  baldness 
resulting  from  X-ray  treatment  is  only  temporary,  there  have  been 
very  few  refusals  to  allow  children  to  undergo  this  form  of 
treatment.
